Extensive mountain fires 
last .September destroyed 
larRe araas of watershed, 
and the County Flood Con¬ 
trol District has been auth¬ 
orized to take emergency 
me.asures to protest foothill 
communities from dangerous 
mudslides, Siip<'rvisor Baxter 
Ward reported recently. 

This winter could bring 
heavier- than- nonnal flows 
of rock, mud and debri« 
from the denuded mountain 
slopes even if normal rain¬ 
fall occurs, Ward said. 
Heavy rainstorms could 
bring a disaster. 

In the vicinity of the 


burns above Altadena, emer¬ 
gency debris control facili¬ 
ties are being constructed 
and steps are being taken to 
empty existing debris basins.
